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SUMMARY 


In the late summer and early fall of 1981, Health and 
Welfare Canada conducted a mail survey involving 16,950 Old Age 
Security (OA€) benefit recipients. The response rate to the 


survey was in excess of seventy percent. 


From the responses to the survey, a fairly detailed 
picture of the characteristics! of the aged in) Canada ‘can be ‘drawn. 
Close to sixty percent of the Old Age Security benefit population 
is female while sliohtly more than half (54 percent) are married. 
In 1980, 52 percent of the respondents received the Guaranteed 
Income Supplement (GIS) while 47 percent received a retirement 
henefit from either the Canada Pension Plan (CPP) or the Quebec 


Pension Plan (QPP). 


DB number of questions on the survey dealt with financial 
matters and the responses to those questions led to the following 
findincs. The average amount of personal income reported FOr “L980 
by the respondents to the survey was just under SO 7450." The 
average income reported for 1980 was $10,535 for male OAS benefi- 
ciaries and roughly $6,785 for female OAS beneficiaries. Persons 
who were in receipt of a GIS benefit reported an average income of 
$6,700 in 1980, and 60 percent of that income came from OAS and 
GIS benefits. The people who were in receipt of a CPP or OPP 
retirement henefit reported an average 1980 income of $10,715. It 
is interestina to note that while some of the average incomes look 
relatively substantial, 38 percent of the male OAS recipients and 
65 percent of the female OAS recipients reported total incomes of

Respondents to the survey were also asked a number of 
opinion guestions. Thirty-eight percent of the respondents felt 
that their income was less than adequate in 1981. The respondents 
suacested that an adequate income in 1981 for a senior citizen 
would have been roughly $10,600. When asked what would be an 
ideal amount which would allow the respondent to live comfortably 


without worrying about money, the amounts suggested averaged out to 


approximately $12,690. There was a sentiment expressed suggesting 
that OAS benefits should increase for people with low incomes (81 
percent either agreed or strongly agreed with the concept). There 
was also strong support (with almost three quarters of the respond- 
ents either agreeing or strongly agreeing) for paying OAS benefits 
starting at age 60 for people with low incomes. OAS benefits

With respect to the housing of OAS beneficiaries, 49 
percent reported owning a home without a mortgage. Another 14 
percent rent their dwellings and slightly more than half (52 per- 
cent),Wof .the,OAS. pepuhationm hiveaim ascitzy) ofsmonemthan,L00 ,0U0 
persons. The proportion of people who had a mortgage on their home 
tended to decline as the age of the respondents increased. An 
interesting situation applied to people who owned their homes with- 
out a mortgage. The proportion owning their home mortgage free 
declined as the age of the respondents increased, suggesting people 


tended to move out of their homes as their years advanced. 


INTRODUCTION 


Inpeeptember 1981, a Survey was conducted involving a 
Stratified random sample of 16,950 recipients of Old Age 
Security beneti1ts. ~Old Age Security benefits include the Old 
Age Security (OAS) pension paid to almost all Canadians when 
they reach age 65, the Guaranteed Income Supplement (GIS) paid 
to pensioners in receipt of an OAS pension who have little or no 
income and the Spouse's Allowance (SPA) paid to persons aged 
from 60 to 64 whose spouse receives the OAS pension and who have 
little or no income. Recipients must re-apply every year to 


receive GIS or SPA benefits. 


As the OAS pension is paid to almost all Canadians aged 65 
or over, the survey also covered those persons receiving a 
Canada Pension Plan (CPP) or a Quebec’ Pension’ Plan (QPP) 
CeLteromence pension. In Order to’ qualify for a CPP/OPP retire- 
ment pension, a person must be at least 65 years of age and 
have made a contribution to the Plan for at least one year since 


1966.

The Old Age Security (OAS) Survey was conducted by mail 
and was designed to provide a data base for program evaluation 


and policy analysis purposes. 


OBJECTIVES 


One prime objective of the survey was to provide a 
data base for researchers which was not previously available. 
This data base will be made available to researchers from 
Health and Welfare Canada, other federal or provincial 
departments and private organizations. This bank of data on 
beneficiaries of income security programs will deal especially 
with aspects such as opinions on the programs and its 
benefits, Social services used, the kinds of pensions 
received, changes of certain characteristics due to 
retirement, dwelling, number of people living in the same 


household, disability status and sources of income. 


Another objective of the survey was to obtain data 
to do policy analyses and for evaluation purposes. The Income 
Security Programs Branch has a commitment to the Office of the 
Comptroller General to conduct periodic program evaluations 


and this survey was undertaken with these objectives in mind. 


PART 1 -—- TECHNICAL REPORT 


SAMPLING FRAME 


The OAS Master Benefit Record (MBR) file was used as the 
sampling frame. The MBR file contains the names and addresses of all 
ORSORAnUe PAS Dene rit recipients. The MBR file; is wsed for the monthly 
cheque issue run and is regularly updated. Thus, the chance of a 
questionnaire being sent to an incorrect address or to a deceased 


beneficiary was reduced to a minimum. 
SAMPLING DESIGN 


The sample was stratified by age group (60-64, 65-69, 70-74, 
Jor yp type ot benefit (OAS-only,; OAS and GIS,.;SPA). and, province of 
residence (the ten provinces and the two territories). Table 1 shows 
the distribution of the number of participants selected by province and 
by type of benefit. 


SAMPLE SIZE 


In designing for an appropriate total sample size, it was 
assumed that there would be roughly a 75 percent response rate. The 
sample size was adjusted accordingly to avoid results that would not be 


Statistically walid. 


The number of beneficiaries in July 1981 was used to determine 
the sample size. Initially, the sample size was estimated to be 17,240 
people. However, in some cases, there were fewer actual cases with 
given characteristics than would have been needed for the proposed 
sample. The number of questionnaires actually sent was reduced to 
16,950. -TableeZ? andoTables3 show the distribution of the total OAS 
population and the selected survey population by age, sex, type of

PRE-TEST 


As the format of the questionnaire was very Similar to that 
of a preceding survey of beneficiaries of the Canada Pension Plan 
Survivor benefit and Since that questionnaire had been extensively 
tested, a rigorous pre-test was unnecessary. However, 50 
questionnaires were delivered to two homes for the aged, and 15 
completed questionnaires were returned by mail. From the 
responses, it appeared that there were no obvious changes to be 


made to the questionnaire. 


SAMPLING ERRORS AND NON-COVERAGE 


A monitoring process was carried out throughout the survey, 
with special attention to the sample selection process. No errors 
were detected, every Sub-population was well represented and thus 


no corrective measures were necessary. 


DATA CAPTURE AND DATA PROCESSING 


The questionnaire responses were coded on coding sheets, 
key-punched, verified and entered on magnetic tape. A statis-— 
tical package was then used to scan the data for invalid 
codes and inconsistencies, to editeandato wetghtathemdata and 


finallyuto-producercross tabulations. 


The data were edited to ensure consistency and missing 
values were assigned. «Coding ‘errors; key-punching errors sand 
respondent errors were double-checked and, where appropriate, 
corrected. For weighting purposes, responses which did not 


indicate sex or age were eliminated from the sample.

WEIGHTING 


In order to produce estimates of characteristics of the popu- 
lation of OAS benefit recipients which would be similar to actual 
figures in July 1981, a weight was attached to each responding unit in 


the survey. 


The weight represented the number of units in the population 
which a particular responding unit was intended to represent.

An additional weight was used to adjust for the high response 
rate of 99% of SPA recipients aged less than 65. This weight used a 
variable relating to marital status for persons in receipt of an OAS 
and GIS benefit, for which actual data for December 1980 were used and

REPRESENTATIVENESS OF DATA 
NON-RESPONSES AND FOLLOW-UP LETTER 


In planning the survey, it was decided to enclose a labelled 
postcard in each envelope mailed. The purpose was to identify 
non-respondents and to allow for follow-up procedures, which 
rnebudceGg=a follow-up letter and then a second copy of the ques- 
tionnaire. These postcards were numbered and it was indicated on 
the postcard that it should be mailed back separately from the 


questionnaire so as to enSure anonymity. 


A total of 11,674 cards were returned compared to 12,295 
questionnaires received. The ratio of number of cards received 


to the number of questionnaires received was 0.95. 


There was a space provided on the card to indicate whether 
tae. respondent wanted a copy Of the results of the survey. A 
number of respondents used the postcards for a variety of rea- 
sons, with the majority requesting a copy of the results of the 


Survey. The returned cards were distributed as follows:

In Novenher T1981, 32,242 follow-up letters were mailed along 
with another copy of the questionnaire to all respondents who had 
not returned their postcards. This 100 percent sampling of non- 
respondents was conducted in order to help determine the charac— 


teristics of non-respondents vis-a-vis the respondent population. 


WAVF ANALYSIS 


Wave analysis is a method used to approximate the character-— 
istics of non-respondents. Waves of respondents are established 
on the basis of the time period in which their questionnaires are 
returned. Comparisons of the respondents in the various waves 
can then be mades 9 TG for examplé,itris, found shat thespee ric 
answerino in a second wave have the same characteristics as those 
answerina in a first wave, then one may conclude that the 
non-respondents may be well represented in the sample data 


obtained from those who responded. 


For this survey, the respondents were divided into two 
waves. The first wave included the group whose responses were 
received between September 15, 1981 and November 12, 1981: The 
second wave was made up of those whose response was received 
between Novembem 13, 1981 and March 15,1982) (consisting ger imari— 
ly of persons who received the follow-up questionnaire and who 
had not responded to the first mailing. Several characteristics 
were chosen arbitrarily to check the comparability of the two 


waves. The analysis here is based on the unweighted data.

From=eTables 6 and 7, 1t"may be concluded that,;-in- the second 
wave, the respondents were more likely to be male, widowed, have one 
or more children and live in a dwelling owned or rented by relatives. 
In addition, respondents in the second wave tended to have higher 
OAS Or CPP/@PPebenefits in 1980 tbut lower total income in=b980. 


Assuming that the tendency of the second wave would continue 
into a third wave and further to all non-respondents, this suggests 
that non-respondents would tend to have one or more of the 


characteristics mentioned above. 


Another conclusion which was derived from the analysis was 
that the rate of non-response to questions was higher in the second 
wave than in the first wave. This suggests that people waiting 
longer before answering the questionnaire may be less interested in 


the study than people answering in a shorter period of time.

COMPARISON WITH KNOWN PATA 


Before makina any statistical] inferences, the survey data 
must be compared with actual administrative data - the less adiifer— 


ence there is hetween the two, the more reliable the survey. 


One of the key variables which Gan be compared is the 
averace OAS henefit paid in a particular month’ or in ‘a whole *vear’. 
In question 10, respondents were asked to aive the amount of their 
persion cheque for the previous month. The averace amount reported 
for the OAS cheaue was $307.52 which, when compared to $298.30, the 
known averace amount from administrative data for Aucust to October 
1981, ind@eateswa differencetiet G2. =For the year LISOMMene tayicrace 
income from OAS benefits reported in the survey was $248.42 per 
month. The actual averace benefit paid in 1980 was 52 le, ee 


difference of Jess than 33. 


Respondents were asked to report the amount Of CEP FOr. Gre 
benefits received in the previous month. The average amount declar- 
ed by responcents was $172.12, which compares to the actual average 
for August T1981 of “about $150.00. “Although the question requested 
the amount of the CPP or OPP retirement henefit, it is suspected 
that severa] respondents also included other types of benefits paid 
by CPP or QPP especially survivors' benefits, which could explain 


why the average amount declared is higher by $22.12. 


The survey asked respondents to report their 1980 income 
from either CPP or QPP. The average reported benefit for 1980 was 
$137.46 per month and $132.83 for his/her spouse. Actual adminis-— 
trative data indicated an average figure per month of $126.08 in

ficiaries was 1,234,079, which compares very well to the weighted 


survey estimate of"); 234,104. 


For CPP/CPP retirement pension beneficiaries, two compar- 
isons were possible. The first used question 1 of the OAS Survey 
which asked whether people received a CPP/OPP retirement pension. 
The weiaqhted responses indicate a total number of 1,023,416 per- 
SONS In receipt of stich a’ pension, a close match with the actual 
Pare stor 1980; which was 1,021,324. “In the question related to 
the number of people who received a chegue last month, a weighted 
tota] of 1,214,564 persons indicated having received a CPP/QPP 
retirement pension, a 10% difference compared to the July 1981 
actual fiaqure of 1,107,923. The difference could have resulted 
from confusion on the part of some respondents to the survey who 
may have considered the CPP survivor pension as a retirement pen- 


sion or even the OAS pension as a CPP pension. 


A comparison was made between the average income declared 
by the respondents to the OAS Survey and other sources of informa- 
tion such as taxation statistics from Revenue Canada and data from 


Statistics Canada's Survey of Consumer Finances. 


Table @ shows that figures from the OAS Survey generally 
fall between ficures from taxation statistics and the Survey of 
Consumer Finances. However, comparisons are limited for several 
reasons: ‘the taxation statistics do not include non-taxable 
income; the Survey of Consumer Finances has a relatively small 
sample for the population aged 65 or more, and there may have been 
some confusion on the part of people responding to the OAS Survey 
especially with respect to pensions received either from Old Age 
Security, Canada or Quebec Pension Plan, pensions from the govern- 


ment as a former employee, or pensions from the private sector.

Pespondents were asked to itemize their 1980 income into 
ten source catecories. Subsequently, they were asked to report 
their total personal annual income fromveliwuie Ssources (Question 
34). When comparisons were made of the total personal annual 
income (as reported an Question 34) ano total income calculated by 
addina the sum of the individual sources of income (Questions 24 
through 33) some discrepancies were noticed. The results of this 


comparison are outlined in Table 10. 


It would appear, fromeTable»10, that Question 34 may not 
have heen properly understood by respondents, resulting in dis- 
crepancies between the sum of the individual income sources and 
the total personal income amount reported. It has heen assumed 
that the individual sources of income ficures were more likely 
accurately calculated. Consequently, it was decided to use the 
sum of the individual income sources rather than the responses to 
Question 34 whenever total personal incone was referred to in the 


study.

In general, an estimate with a CV of less than 16.5% 
shovld be considered reliable enough for most purposes.

In Table 11, most of the CVs corresponding to an estimate 
of population over ®&,000 are reliable. In fact, very few combina-

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Part 2 Analysis 


ANALYSIS OF SURVEY DATA 


ITnoreduction 


In order to analyze the data, cross-tabulations of the 
different questions were done by age group, marital status, sex 
and other relevant variables. The most significant cross- 


tabulations are presented in Appendix A. 


When uSing any information from the tables in Appendix A, 
it is important to note that several qualifying assumptions had to 
be made in order to isolate the OAS beneficiary population. ‘This 
survey was conducted in the fall of 1981 and the reference year 
for questions related to income was 1980. ‘Therefore, in order to 
depict the situation of an OAS beneficiary in 1980, it was 
necessary to select respondents who would have been OAS recipients 
for the entire year in 1980. As an example, only OAS 
beneficiaries declaring an OAS benefit in 1980 and who were aged 


66 or more years in 1981 were selected for detailed analysis. 


It is recommended that the reader refer to the wording of 
the questions in the questionnaire (Appendix C). In some cases, 
the title of a variable presented in the tables may not fully 
explain what information had been requested from the respondents. 
When marital status is referred to, the category "other" includes 
divorced, legally separated, married with the other spouse living 
elsewhere and other cases such as religious orders or marital 


status not specified.

THE OAS BENEFICIARIES (Tables! A-1\ to -A-25) 


From Table A-l, it can be seen that there is a relation- 
ship between the age of the respondents and the likelihood that 
they received a GIS benefit: the older the respondent, the more 
like to receive GIS benefits. This could be explained in part by 
the emergence of the CPP which began in 1966 and which has 
gradually increased the amount of benefits paid to beneficiaries. 
Table A-3 demonstrates a constant decrease as the age of the 
respondents increase in the percentage of respondents who receive 
a CPP or a OPP: pension. 


With respect to marital status, 66 percent of the widowed 
and of the category "other" received a GIS compared to 57 percent 
for respondents who had never married and 49% for those who were 
married’(Table A=2). “In terms! of (sounces” of incone, 165° percent of 
the males and only 32 percent of the females received a CPP or a 
OPP retirement benefit. This is not unexpected since 
proportionately more males have contributed to CPP or QPP (Table 
A-5). Inivig70 2975 and 1920, respectively, 65 percent, o3 
percent and 61 percent of all contributors to the CPP/QPP were 
male. 


An analysis of the answers to question 5 on the purpose of 
the New Horizons Program suggests that people who tended to 
participate often as members of senior citizens groups were more 
aware (56%) of the real purpose of the Program (Table A-6). The 
same was true for respondents living in senior citizen apartments 
(Table A-7). This may lend support to’ the assumption that 
information is better received and distributed among senior 
citizens groups and in senior citizen apartments. 


There was an inverse relationship between the age of OAS 
beneficiaries and the services which they provided on a volunteer 
basis. The younger OAS beneficiaries were more prone to volunte- 
ering their services (Table A-10). 


Three-quarters of the OAS recipients indicated a prefer- 
ence for receiving their OAS and CPP or QPP retirement benefits on 
separate cheques. However, respondents in two age groups, those 
80 to 84 and 85 to 89 were relatively evenly divided on the

The 
reasons most often cited were to be closer to friends or 
relatives or because of poor health or sickness (Table A-20).

The responses to the question on the type of dwelling 
indicated that the younger OAS beneficiaries tended to own their 
own homes, whereas the older beneficiaries tended to live in col- 
lective dwellings, senior citizen apartments or accommodations

The proportion of people who had a mortgage on their home 
tended to decline as the age of the respondents increased. An 
interesting situation applied to people who owned their homes 
without a mortgage. The proportion owning their home mortage free 
declined as the age of the respondents increased, suggesting 


people move out of their homes as they get more advanced in their 


years.

All the respondents selected 
for analysis reported having an OAS benefit and were age SWemiey 8 


older at’the” timeofr the Survey: 


The: data indicated that more’ than half™ of the OAS beneit1-— 
ciaries received an annual income from the OAS/GIS program of 
between $2,000 and $3,000, with another large group receiving 
hetween $4,000 and 55,000. The average annual amount of OAS 
income, ranged from $2,894 fon married females to S373 1 pom mates 
who were married with their spouse living elsewhere, legally 
separated or divorced. On a monthly basis, that would suggest 
that OAS recipients received between $257 and $280 per month in 
OAS/GIS benefits (Table B-2). 


Intuitively, one would not expect any significant differ- 
ences in the amount of OAS/GIS benefits received between male and 
female recipients. In fact, there was only a $4 difference in the 
average annual amount of OAS/GIS benefits declared for males and 
females (Table B-2). 


Another important source of income of OAS beneficiaries is 
their Canada or Quebec Pension Plan benefit. About half of the 
OAS population received such a benefit. Most CPP/QPP recipients 


received under $3,000 in CPP/QPP income. The average annual

However, for OAS beneficiaries who were never married (who 
Bherotore, Could, Only) Dey am creceipt. of. a,CPP/OPP retirement 
pension) the data suygested that females had yreater 
career-average earnings than males. It appears that females who 
were never married might have a higher average annual CPP/QPP 
benefit (since females who had never married may have tended to be 


more career-oriented than those in other marital groups). 


Because most private pensions are directly related to 
one's employment status, one would expect private pension income 
to be distributed similarly to employment income. Such was indeed 
the case for the OAS beneficiaries (Tables B-13 and B-14). Males 
and married beneficiaries indicated greater levels of income from 


private pension sources than did females or non-married recipients 


Investment income was one of the most significant income 
S0urces of the OAS beneficiaries. Roughly 33 percent of the OAS 
beneficiaries received some investment income. For all marital 
groups except "married", females received, on average, more than 
males. In addition, widows received the largest amount of 
Investment income “(Table B-12). A closer look at the average 
investment income of beneficiaries according to their marital 
status shows that married males received about the same amount as 


widowed females and married females received about the Same amount 


aS widowed males. 


For the other income sources (excluding investment and 
private pension income), 20 percent of the OAS population reporced 
receiving income from those sources. For those OAS peneticianies 
receiving income supplements, the average annual amount received 
wae. $638. The amount ranged from a low Cf 24425 or males who were 
never married to a high of $895 for widowed males. Income

For OAS beneficiaries receiving other types of government 
income, the average annual amount received was S1,9%62 (Table B-/7). 
In all marital groups except "widowed", males received more other 
government income than females. The higher amounts received by 
males"may' bea result Of *benefits such “as war allowances, while 
the higher amount received by widowed females may perhaps have 
been a result of their widow's pensions based on the war service 


of their deceased husbands. 


Only a few OAS beneficiaries received income from 
employment. This is not surprising, since the OAS population 
chosen in this analysis was those aged 66 years and older. The 
percentage receiving employment income ranged fromils. Percent «Lor

There are two norms governing the employment income of 
males versus females and married versus nonmarried workers. That 
is, working males generally tend to earn more than working 
females, and married workers generally tend to earn more than 
non-married workers. Both of these norms were supported by the 
statistics from the survey of OAS beneficiaires. The income from 
employment for males exceeded that reported by female respondents 
and married respondents reported higher earnings than non-married 


beneficiaries (Tables B-9 and B-10). 


OAS beneficiaries who declared that they received "other 
income" (see Question 31) had on averace $3,258 from this source. 
The Gategory Other income” included items such as tax credits, 
ibe, Prawer~sherunds, Of Contributions to a pension plane and a 
POntion Of ethe Trioney received from roomers and boarders. “Other 
incone" received ranged from $2,192 for married females up to 
S4,8€8 for those who were divorced, leaally separated or who were 


married with their spouse living elsewhere (Table R-15). 


Ahout 8 percent of the OAS heneficiaries received income 
from certain sources in 1980 which they did not expect to receive 
in 1981. Out of these people, the average income received fron 
these sources ranged from a low of $2,480 for males who were never 
married to a high of $13,418 for males who were divorced, legally 
separated or who were married with their spouse living elsewhere 


(Table R-18). 


Only 5 percent of the OAS beneficiaries declared receiving 
income from other household members. However, those who did report 
income from this source reported receiving large sums of money. 
Peneficiaries who were divorced, legally separated or who were 
married with their spouse living elsewhere declared on average 
$19,462 from other household members. This was the highest amount 
declared by any marital croup. The second highest amount ($14,473) 


was that declared by widowed beneficiaries (Table B-20). 


Total personal income was calculated as the sum Of alls the 
sources mentioned above excluding income received in 1980 but not 
expected in 1981. For all marital groups except "never married", 
males had on average a higher personal income than females in 1980. 
Married males had the highest total personal income (SL 1L,35.3.) whade 


married females had the lowest ($5,730).

Respondents to the survey were also asked to report on the 
incomes of their, spouse, “wf spplicable. tn someinsctances pec pic 
reported the incomes of their common-law spouses.

Family income presented in these tables was defined as the 
couple's total personal income plus the income of other household 
members. Married OAS beneficiaries had on averaqde the highest 
family income ($15,282). Males had on,average higher family 


incomes than females in all marital croups, except "never inarried". 


Average fanily income ranaed from $8,826 for males who were 


never married to $15,625 for males who were married (Table R-26).

The most frequently reported sources of income for OAS 
beneficiaries were, in order of frequency, OAS benefits, CPP/QPP 
benefits, investment income and private pension income. Together 
these four sources comprised 84 percent of the total income of OAS 


beneficiaries (Table C-1). 


thts OtStripution Of Sources Of income differed slightly 
between males and females. A higher percentage of the total per- 
sonal income of females came from OAS benefits and investment 
income. However, males had a higher percentage of their total per- 
sonal income made up of CPP benefits, private pensions, and 


employment income (Table C-2). 


OAS beneficiaries who were widowed, divorced, legally 
separated or who were married with their spouse living elsewhere 
had the highest percentage (42.3%) of their total personal income 
made up of OAS benefits. Most of the other income sources showed 
no significant differences according to marital status. One 
exception was investment income. OAS beneficiaries who were 
divorced, legally separated or who were married with their spouse 
living elsewhere received only 16.9 percent of their total personal 
income from investments. The percentage of total personal income 
coming from investments for all OAS beneficiaries was 24.6 (Table 


C-3). 


When sources of income were analysed according to the age 
OEethe Eecipient, it became apparent that there were Significant 
trends affecting the role played by the OAS and CPP programs. The 
older the beneficiary, the more significant is their OAS benefit as 
an income source.

The percentage ranged from 13.4 percent for 
those age 66-69" years ©o14' to 176 percent’ fer those 85 years. and 
older. Because CPP and QPP are relatively new programs (starting

ANALYSIS OF "COMMENTS" FROM THE SURVEY QUESTIONNAIRE 


In the last section of the OAS questionnaire respondents 
were civen the opportunity to express their opinions about the OAS 
DECC OM weenice.colnents were tabulated and, the. resulis.are.present— 
eq welow, hichniaiahting, some of the. major areas of.coneern. .As the 
content of the questionnaire was mainly about financial matters, 


this was reflected in the types of comments that were received. 


The most frequent comment was that the benefits were too 
low, even though many said that they were thankful for receiving 
their pension. It was often sugaested that OAS should not be paid 
to the wealthy, that benefits should not be taxed, and that OAS 
should be increased for the poor. Some respondents suagested that 
there shoulda he a “means test” or that there should be a quarante- 
ed annual income. Some suagqested that OAS should start at age 60. 
BA certain number of respondents believed that all pensioners 
should be treated the same, that the pension should be paid twice 
a month, and that CAS and CPP cheques should be mailed together. 
Some respondents suagested that thrift is penalized under the 
present GIS rules. However, very few respondents said that the 
pension shouldn't be increased or were against the principal 


Gesiqn of the Old Age Security prooranm. 


Directly related to the inadequacy of benefits was the 
pensioners' concern over the state of the econony and in “parti— 
cular inflation. Some suagested that income tax should be lowered 
for old age pensioners and that many things such as fuel and 
transportation should be subsidized for old age pensioners. 

Others felt that they should not pay school tax, that interest 
income shouldn't be taxed, and there should be more low rental 


accommodation and better incentives to own their own home. 


Several respondents mentioned that they were in ill 
health. . The provision of certal ne tree sheabtheservices was 
recommeneded, such as dentistry and hearing aids, prescription 
drugs, home health care, glasses and ambulance Be Mi Cn. Other 
free services proposed were more nursing homes, senior citizen 
homes, help for housekeeping, better transportation and 


meals-on-wheels. 


A number of comments centered on access to information. 
Some respondents thought that there should be an information 
centre for old, age pensioners. “Others Satdjithat theyy wouldslike 
more information on programs, that they could not cope with the 
bureaucratic maze and that there should be financial counselling 


made available to them.

naire. 


QUESTION 3S: Main Purpose of New Horizons Program 


Respondents to the survey were asked if they knew the purpose 
of a Health and Welfare Canada sponsored program called New 
Horizons. This program is designed to encourage Sen Porvienuizens 
to become actively involved in the planning and operation of pro- 
jects in which their talents and skills could’ be Wtrilized or “ehere 
own betterment or that of other older persons and the community. 
The respondents to the survey were given a choice: of. four. answers 
concerning objectives of the program. As well, the respondents had 
the option 6f writing their idea ver ine objectives of the program. 
A relatively small number (55) chose to express their ideas in 
writing and a sizeable proportion did not know the purpose of the 
program. Roughly 76 percent of those who responded to Question 5 


incorrectly stated the purpose of the New Horizons program. 
OUESTION 7; Services You Would) Like tomReceive 


In this question, respondents were given a list of five types of 
services and asked to indicate which ones they used in the year 
previous to retirement, which ones they were currently using, and 
which ones they felt they needed but which were not available. 

This list included meal services such as "Meals-on-Wheels"; special 
transportation services; homemaker/homehelp services including 
housekeeping; assistance to do their shopping/banking; and nursing 
or medical care at home. Respondents were also given the 
opportunity of suggesting any additional services that they would 


like to receive and 914 respondents listed additional services.

The most frequent type of comment dealt with homehelp, 
house- keeping, outside and inside home maintenance, shovel- 
ling snow, mowince the lawn, home improvement, repair help and 
woee cuttine. Such items were mentioned 337 times. Obvious- 
dy, the care anc maintenance’ of “the most important asset be-— 
lonaqina to the aged, their homes, is of paramount importance 


to “ther. 


The second most common concern was transportation. There 
were 176 respondents who made comments concerning cheaper taxi 
rates, free ambulances, discounts for travel, tax rebates on 


aasoline, cheaper car insurance and free bus passes. 


The third most common group of comments (142) concerned 
Gental care, optical and hearing aids and prescription drugs 
which were recommended for consideration as free goods or 


services for the aaed. 


Health aspects were mentioned 72 times and some of the 
items included additional services, home health care, physio- 
therapy at home, free nursino care at home, nursing homes, 
occupational therapy, the provision of electric wheelchairs 


and free chiropractic services. 
QUFSTION 8: Volunteer Activities 


In this auestion, the respondents were asked if in the 
past vear, they had volunteered any of their time to act- 
ivities that provide a free service to people outside their 
family. The majority of respondents, 79%, answered that they 
had not. However, for those who answered that they had vol- 
unteered, the variety of volunteer activites mentioned was 


auite diverse; 1,618 comments were given. 


The most frequent type of volunteer work mentioned (440 tines) 
involved assistinda friends and neiachbours, helping others, the 
poor, the disabled and handicapped, the young, ind birsuist ting, 9st 
particularly thelping tether sseni orwettizens ee ated to show 


that people after 65 are especially helpful to each other. 


Other types of volunteer activities thar were frequently noted 
were church work (204), hospital volunteer (200), transportation 
(179) and membership in social groups or associations such as the 
Red Cross, ithe United Way, -the Cancerysociety tand) oiner 


associations (226). 


QUFSTION 13: Maratad ‘Status 


In the space provided where respondents could specify a 
marital status other than the 6 categories shown on the guestion- 
naire, 46 respondents reported being priests, missionaries or from 
religious orders.

to be closer tonfriends and family; 5% hecause their accom-

A total of 356 respondents specifiec other reasons why 
they moved. The most frequent reasons were that they "moved 
REO MeOnmetOorCOwn- 7, GULt tarming', “building sold", “sold 
house and moved to apartment", "moved to house for the aged, 


nursing home , “climate” and “better accommodation". 


QUFSTION 1°: Dwelling 


In this question, respondents were asked in what kind of 
Awelling they currently lived. Over half of the respondents, 
56%, reported living in a dwelling owned by them. Another 
13% lived in a dwelling rented by them, 8% in a dwelling 
owned or rented by children or relatives, 6% in senior 
citizens apartments, 4% in a dwelling owned or rented by 
other than relatives, 4% in a collective dwelling such as 
nursing homes, and 5% reported living in another type of 


Awellina. 


A total of 255 respondents used the comments pert on OP 
the questionnaire to specify another type of dwelling such as 
"trailer, mobile home", "convent, monastery, presbytery, 


Church rectory" or “Indian Band owned". 


As the maiority of old age pensioners own their own 
Home -ewhitch sn t thetcasetony tiretoverare Canadian, ‘especial= 
ly in certain provinces such as Qvebec, this would "suggest 
that the elderly may be more stable in terms Of *housang™ tian 
the averace Canadian. It also helps to explain the concern 


of the respondents for problems of home maintenance.
